to quadruple the city’s sewage 

capability, a plan: which could 
‘Mean a 35 percent increase in sewage fees for 
residents. 

The commission accepted an engineering 
report and financial analysis from Charles 
Anderson of Barker, Osha and Anderson and 
Mayor Don Tanner, at the direction of the 
commission, signed agreements on behalf of 
the city to ápply for money for the project 
from Farm Home Administration. 

Anderson said he ex to hand deliver 
the documents to FjáHA officials in West 
Palm Beach Wednesday| morning and esti- 
mated the additional age facilities, which 
also would include the laying of more sewer 
lines, could be in operation by late 1979 or 
early 1980. 

Should the project be completed, and 
FmHA officials forecast no problems, the city 
will receive another 500,000 gallons per day 
treatment plant addition to the existing 0.5 
Million Gallon per Day (MGD) plant built in 
1973 and another 1 MGD plant in addition. 

The existing 3.5 acre containment and 
percolation pond would be enlarged to 15 
acres to dispose of the effluent. 

Anderson also noted the section of South 
Bay north of the Florida East Coast Railroad 
right of way along US 27 hasn't been

APL, a disaster for everyone 


The Adult Performance Level Test this year at Glades 
Central was an unmitigated disaster. 

Of the 244 juniors who took the APL, as it’s usually known, 
fully 46 percent couldn’t get 60 percent of the answers correct 
in one or more of the five sections of the 200 question 
examination, 4 

It's a disaster for the students who took and failed the test. 
Unless they can pass one of the make-up tests being offered in 
August and January, they won't get a high school diploma, 
even if they are able to complete their studies satisfactorily. 

They'll be getting a certificate of attendance and, whilé no 
one knows all the ramifications of that yet, it won't be good. 

They'll have a hard time getting employment except in the 
hewers of wood and haulers of water category. 1 

They may not be allowed entrance into college, even the 
junior colleges whose ‘‘open door policy’’ require them to 
accept any high school graduate because they may not be de- 
fined as graduates. 

As of now, there are no plans to allow them to continue 
attendance at normal high school classes if they've y: ise 
successfully completed the required 20 credits of high $chool 
work. Although how they could successfully completg such 
work- without the ability to pass the APL is beyond us. 


The APL is without a doubt the most practical test of 
general knowledge required to ‘make it’’ in today's society 
we've ever seen. If a person can’t hack this basic survival 
exam,~he’s in trouble, real trouble, when the time comes to 
make it on his own. 

Because the general public will read the results of the test 
as an indictment of the public school system, not only in the 
Glades but throughout the county, the test was a disaster for 
the schools. 

And while the result of the test isn’t entirely the fault of the 
schools, that indictment is at least partially valid. 


It's valid because of the system's adoption, years ago, of the 
so-called ‘‘social passing’’ theory, which forced teachers to 
continue passing students into higher grades whether they 
had mastered their more basic. skills or not." 

The theory, only now being reluctantly discredited, was that 
to fail (or hold back, as the euphemism goes) a child would 
prove traumatic and therefore was a no-no. d 

Thé social passing theorists seemed -to have entirely 
forgotten, or ignored, the fact that a school child has the right 
to fail. Because if failure of a grade in school is traumatic, and 
we don’t believe it is such a trauma in the early grades where 
the chance for-a second-ir» is sc>important, bow much more 
traumatic is failure in the ‘‘real world’’, which isn't nearly as 
forgiving as the school system? 

But the failure to properly educate the children can’t be laid 
entirely on the shoulders of the educators. No matter how 
sensible and skilled the educators are, they can’t do much 
without support from home.

The Glades Historical Society 
presented the final-program of the 
year in a meeting at the 
Fellowship Hall of the United 
Methodist Church in Pahokee at 
3:00 p.m. on Sunday, May 15. A 
program describing the building of 
the Conners Highway from 
Okeechobee to-twenty mile bend - 
the first toll road, and events of 
that colorful historical era was 
given’ by pioneer residents of 
Pahokee. Mr. Robert Simonson 
served as host of the program and 
introduced the speakers. 

Mr. Carmen Salvatore who 
came to Pahokee in 1919 described 
the critical need in the early 
twenties for a road to take farm 
produce to the coast The only 
way to transport vegetables and 
people at that time was by ‘boat. 
In 1922 the rains came in April 
ind within twenty days the level 
of Lake Okeechobee rose five feet. 

Travel from Pahokee to Kis- 
simmee could be made by boat 
on a solid sheet of water. Hopes 
for a road were slim at first but 
Guy Stovall got in touch with W. 
J. Conners, a realtor in Palm 
Beach, and as a result the Conners 
Highway was built and finished in 
1924. 

H. C. Graham described how 
the road was built and described 
his work of running a grader. The 
road was leveled off on July. 2, 
1924 and people in cars hegan to 
use it. The next day it rained and 
the road was washed out. The 
road. was graded up again and 
blacktopped. Mr. Salvator 
described how the highway was 
deeded to the state and the final 
$340,000 indebtedness was paid 
off after the death of Conners.

Census info sought 


Mr. C. M. Todd with his wife 
Uldine came to join his father in 
Pahokee in 1919. Mr. Todd 
became the school teacher for the 
School in Pahokee and shortly after 
Mrs. Todd became the school 
teacher at the little red school 
house on Bacom Point Road, 
walking the distance: from and to 
Pahokee each day. “In_the early 
1980's the citizens of Pahokee sent 
Mr. Todd to Tallahassee\ta see 
Governor David Sholts to ask him 
to build a road between Pahokee 
and Belle Glade where only a 
muck dike road existed. Mr. 
Todd pointed out the great need 
and reminded the governor that 
people in the Glades paid gasoline 
taxes, too. Governor Scholts 
immediately responded, “Mr. 
Todd, you've got a road!”
